Mann Exhibits 
Planned Here 


An exhibit of photographs, let- 
ters, books, and personal artifacts 
dealing with the life and work 
of the late Thomas Mann, Nobe! , 
laureate and the most _ notabie 
German writer of the 20th cen- 
tury, will be on display in the 
Sacramento State College  Li- 
brary, June 24 to July 1, Dr. H 
J. McCormick, dean of the SSC 
Summer Session, announced. 

The exhibit, which has been ar- 
ranged by the Cultural Depart- 
ment of the German Foreign Of- 
fice through the San Francisco 
Consulate General, is sponsored 
by Mrs. Katie Mann, widow of the | 
writer. Materials for the exten- 
sive exhibit were drawn from the 
Thomas Mann Archives of the 
Institute of Technology in Zurich, 
Switzerland, Mann's home at the | 
time of his death. Dr. Werner K. | 
Suttner, assistant professor of 
German at SSC, arranged for the 
loan of the exhibit, the first time 
it has been shown on the West 
Coast. 

The purpose of the exhibit, 
which contains 57 large  photo- | 
graphs and more than 200 other 
items, is to show the unity of 
Mann's life and work and to dem- 
onstrate the conditions, demands, 
and tensions under which he wrote | 
his novels and essays, Dr. Suttner | 
said. 

Mann, who was born in Lubeck, 
Germany, in 1375, published his 
first major novel, ee 

| 


in 1900 and wrote a formidable 
array of major works until short- 
ly before his death in 1955. His | 
bitter attacks on the Nazis in the | 
early 1930's made it expedient for | 
him to choose exile from Germany | 
in 1933, first in Switzerland, then 
Czechoslovakia, and during the 
1940’s, in the U.S. and to Cali- 
fornia, where he lived until 1949. | 
In that year he returned to Swit-

The preliminary surveys having 
now been made, the larger re- 
search party will devote itself to 
an extensive survey of the Liard 
Hot Springs section of the Valley. 


LIARD LOCATION 


The Liard Hot Springs are lo- 
cated adjacent to the Alcan High- 
way at a point roughly 180 road 
miles east of the Alaskan border 
and 23 airline miles south of the 
Yukon line. 

The presence of hot springs in 
this Arctic wilderness provides a 
unique set of ecological conditions 
frequently duplicated. Yet, 
strangely, the Liard has never 
been the recipient of intensive 
ecological study by either Cana- 
dian or American scientists.

It is largely for this reason that 
such a remote area was chosen 
by Adamson as the site and sub- 
ject of his research activities. 

This interest is_ intensified 
through knowledge of the fact 
that the study area will very soon 
be the site of a large provincial 
| park. Thus, there is an urgent 
}interest on the part of the Can- 
|adian Natural Resources officials, 
as well as the Sacramento State 
| College research party to com- 
| plete most of the work during the 
| current year. 


Dr. Severaid, who had led four 
similar expeditions within Cali- 
fornia since joining the Sacramen- 
to State College faculty in 1951, 
stressed the fact that while the 
| initial value of the data and speci- 
mens coliected at the Liard will 
|be of a research nature, their 
| long-range value as teaching spec- 
|imens and materials in the var- 
{ious natural history and conser- 
|vation courses at Sacramento 
| State College will be paramount. 


SSC CUSTODY 

British Columbia Fish and 
Game Department has _ author- 
ized ‘permanent custody by Sac- 
ramento State College of all ma- 
| terials collected. Of equal sig- 
nificance is the fact that the Can- 
adian government has indicated 
a willingness to grant the Sacra- 
i|mento State College researchers 
|freedom of choice relative to 
specimens needed to carry out 
the project. 

Unlike previous, more local ex- 
peditions of this type, the Liard 
|study is being financed jointly 
by college, private and _ philan- 
thropic funds. Yet, it is no doubt 
true that while the participants 
will admittedly gain much educa- 
tional and recreational value from 
their outdoor laboratory exper- 
iences, they will, in fact, also be 
making the largest individual con- 
tributions to the project.
